LATE CROP MOVEMENTS FROM 
PROVINCE TOUGH AND DAMP 
GRAIN HITS WESTERN ROUTE 


Why Comparatively Smaller 


Exports of Alberta Wheat have Gone Through the 


Vancouver Port During Current Crop Year. 


Vancouver, Jan, 22--What elements 
have caused comparatively smaller 
exports of Alberta wheat through the 
port. of Vancouver so far during the 
current crop year? This question was 
discussed today by BE. A. Woodward 
owner of his own elevator, und Robert 
McKee, head of the Canadian Grain 
Export company. Their statement is 
a joint one, as follows: 

“One of the main reasons for the 
smaller volume of wheat going 
through Vancouver this season was 
the late movement.from Alberta com- 
bined with the big percentage of 
tough and damp grain, 

“When the wheat did begin to ar- 
rive in any considerable volume it 
was at a time when the Britis coal 
strike looked as though it might last 
throughout the winter; contrary to 
expectations 
When the British government falled

Having had my hour of self. pity, 
and having waxed magnificiently sen- 
timental, | became severely practical, 
made all preparations, tallowed omy

Our ideas were vague and our ig. 
norance abysinal, but what we did 
know was, that we were on the road, 
we carried ‘sharp’ ammunition, we 
were a self contaiaed unit of selected 
men, that the barracks and their Icill- 
ing routine wer behind us, and the 
frecdom and movement of active ser- 
vice were before us, with adventure, 
change, fighting, and the chance of 
decoration and prowotion, 

We cheerfatly did our utmost like 
men, cheerfully grumbled like fiends, 
cheerfully dropped lke logs at the 
end of a forty kilometre march, and 
cheerfully arose Ike automata, at the 
sound of the 2 awn. reveille again.

presence of these unbelieving dogs. 
From Ain-Sefra we marched to Dour- 
gala, where a large force of all arms 
were concentrating, and from {this ' 
place we proceeded south ,either to 
trail the French coat in the sight of 
the Arab, or as a reconnaissance in 
force and a protective screen behind 
which the brigade could make its pre- 
parations at leisure and In security, 
And jn the fullness of time, after 
endless desert marching, the battal- 
jon found itself strung out along a 
chaln of oases between which com- 
munication was maintained by camel- 
patrols, which met half-way and ex- 
changed reports, orders, information, 
cigarettes and bad language. 


It was at El Rasa, the last of this 
chain of oases that our half company 
came in contact with the Arabs and 
we had our first taste of desert war- 
fare, 

Arab goumlerg came in at dawn one 
day, riding in haste, with the news that 
they had seen the camp-fires of a big 
Touareg harka about twenty miles to 
the south, where an ancient well 
marked the “crogs-roads” of two cara- 
van routes, a8 old-as civilization; two 
routes charted by the bones of count- 
less thousands of camels and of men 
wh had trodden them until they died 
of thirst, starvation, heat, disease, or 
murder at the hands of Bedouin and 
Touareg nomads, 

We were in touch with the enemy 
at last. At any moment we might be 
fighting for our lives, \We were delir- 
ious with excitement. 

Lieut. Bebussy sent out a small re- 
connoitring foree under Sergeant- 
Major Lejaune, which should be to 
the strung-out battalion what the hat-| 
talion was to the brigade at| Douar- 
gala. 

Tt was the good luck of our escou.| 
ade to be solected for this duty, andi 
within hal fan hour of the arrival of 
the goumlers, we were advancing in 
the direction from which they had 
come, Over the loose, hot sand» we 
plodded, our scouts far in advance and 
our flankers out to right and left. 

I wondered how many of us would;

I would not ave been elsewhere 
for worlds, but at the game time I 
wondered what the smack of a bullet 
felt like, and how much chance a bay- 
onet stood against the heavy sword 
or the lance of a charging Arab. 

There was no doubt about it that 
Lejane knew his job. 

I should have Hked to admire him 
as much as [ admired his military 
skill and ability as a commander, and 
I began to understand how. soldiers 
love a good leader when it is possible 
to do so. 

On a low, flat-topped rocky hill, we 
halted and rested, all except Lejaune, 
and (he scouts whom he sent to var- 
ious distant sandhills and low rocky 
eminences which, while visible from 
the detachement, gave a wide range 
of vision in the supposed direction of 
the enemy, 

Among others set to similar tasks, 
I was order to watch one particular 
man and to report any movement on 
his part. I watched the tiny distant 
figure until my eyes ached and [ was 
forced to close them and cover them 
with my hand, 

Upon opening them after one of the 
brief rests, which were absolutely 
necessary, | saw that he was crawling 
back from his position, When below 
the skyline, he rose and ran, stoop- 
ing for a short distance, He then halt- 
ed and signalled “Wnemy in Sight!" 

The moment that f had pointed him 
out to Corporal Boldini, Lejaune was 
notified, and he sent a man named 
Rastignac running to an eminence, 
well to our deft rear, and a minute 
later we were lining the edge of our 
plateau on the side to which this man 
had disappeared

had been sent off, fired a shot and 
exposed himself on the highest point 
of his rocky hilloek.

And then, to my amazement, I saw 
that our scouts were retreating. One 
by-one, they sprang up from behind 
rear, 


neighbor rose to retreat in his turn. 


Before long, the little band was again! 


in position, nearer to us and still fur- 
ther behind us. With increased yells 
the Arabs swerved to their left and 


bore down upon them, men and cam-] 


els falling beneath the magazine-fire 
of their rifles. 

I could scarcely keep still. How 
long was this unequal fight to con- 
tinue? None of the scouts had been 
hit by the wild fire of the camel- 
riders, but in a couple of minutes they 
would be overwhelmed by this wave 
of mounted men, and outnumbered by 
fifty to one, would have as much 
chance as has a fox beneath a pack of 
hounds. 

And as I held my breath, the tiny 
handful again rose to their feet, turn- 
ed their backs upon the Arabs, and 
fled as one man to a sand-hill in our 
rear, With a simultaneous — yell of 
mingled execration and triumph, the 
Arab harka swerved again, and bore 
down upon their prey. 

And then Sergeant Major Lejaune 
stood up on a rock, gave a crisp order 
cooly as on parade, and at less than 
fifty yards, the Arab masses received 
the withering fire of our magazine 
rifles. 

Swiftly as our hands could move 
the bolts of our rifles and our fingers 
press the trigger, we fired and fired 
again into the surging, shrieking mob 
that halted, charged, turned and fled, 
leaving quite half their number be- 
hind, 

But of those who were left behind, 
by no means all were killed or wound: 
ed, and our orgy of slaughter turned 
to a desperate hand to hand fight 
with dismounted and  unwounded 
Arabs, who, knowing they must die, 
had but the one Idea of gaining Para- 
dise and the remission of sins in the 
slaying of an infidel, 


With a shout of “bayonet au canon” 
Lejaune had us to our feet, and 
launched us in a fierce bayonet charge 
down the slope of our plateau upon 
the Arab swordsmen, who were rally- 
ing to the attack on foot. Our discl- 
plined rush swept them back, they 
broke and fled, and still keeping us in 
hand, Lejaune quickly had a double 
yank of kneeling and standing men 
shooting down the fleeing or still de- 
fiant footmen, and making practice 
at the remains of the mounted harka 
disappearing over the skyline. 

Within half an hour of the first sig- 
nalling of the approach of the enemy, 
the only Arabe in sight were those 
that lay singly and in littie  blood- 
stained heaps, in the shallow valley 
into which they had been decoyed by 
our scouts. 

It was a neat little action, reflect- 
ing the highest credit on Lejaune and 
on the man who was the senior in 
charge of the scouts. The latter, one 
Gontran, was promoted corporal, in 
orders next day, and Sergeant Major 
Lejaune was made adjutant. 

The Arabs must have lost over one 
hundred men in this fight, as against 
our three killed and five wounded. 


Such was my first experience of 


war, my first “smelling of powder,” 
and my blooding. 
with cold steel and I think at least 
three with my rifle. 

The man whom [| had killed) with 


my bayonet had made it necessary to 
my continued existence, for he rush-

T found afterwards that Digby had 
his coat torn under the armpit by a 
spear. He had shot his assailant at 
a range which he estimated as being 
a good half-inch, and he was troubled 
with doubts as to whether this would 
be considered quite sporting in the 
best Arab circles.

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WHERE IT COSTS 
MONEY TO FARM 


Statisticians have determined that 
farming is more expensive in New 
England than in any other part of the 
United States. A survey covering 
eleven states, four in New England, 
three in the south, and four in the 
middle west, has disclosed many in- 
teresting facts, among others that the 
average annual cost of living in all 
the states is $1597, whereas it is $1948 
in Massachusetts, and approximately 
the same in other northeastern 
states. Attempting to determine the 
reason therefor, government experts 
are inclined to believe that some 
causes are the food, feeds and fuel 
the New England farmer uses but 
does not produce himself. On this 
may be figured as a considerable item 
the high freight rates. 

The high cost in New England is 
not due to the number of children 
because the study showed that the 
New England farm families averaged 
smallest, although in colonial days 
they were large. The average farm 
family of all the states was 4.4 per- 
sons, in New England 4 persons, 


The high éost cannot be blamed ot 
the automobile, because New Eng: 
land farmers spend less on the auto- 
mobile than those in the other re- 
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gions. Of the New England farm fam- 
ilies questioned, 52 per cent had auto- 
mobiles as against 54 per cent in the 
south and 78 per cent in the north 
central states, 


Western farmers spend the most 
money for insurance. So this doesn’t 
explain the high New England cost. 
New England farmers, however, spend 
the most for personal goods, have 
the largest houses and@&spent most for 
operation goods, including telephone 
service, 

The western farmers spend most 
for clothes for their families. .In 
hours of work the average for all the 
states was about 11.6 hours a day 
for the farmer and 11.4 a day for the 
farmer's wife. : 

The probable explanation of the 
high cost in New England is that the 
New England farmer does not  pro- 
duce so much of the goods he con- 
sumes as those in the south and west 
do; in other words, he has to buy 
more of the goods he uses than they 
do. 


WHAT FARMERS HAD

the requirements of live stock, snow 
water on the surface, or in shallow 


wells, does not contain any iodine. 


Feeding potassium fodide largely 
increases the supply of fodine in the 
thyroid glands of both the mother and 
offspring and almost entirely  pre- 
vents loss from hairlessness, goiter 
and joint ill. The iodine seems to have 
a stimulating effect on the whole sys- 
tem and particularly the generative 
organs, Pregnant. animals produce 
stronger young, and uncertain breed- 
ers often become pregnant after po- 
tassium iodide has been fed for some 
months. In three years feeding ex- 
periments with pigs it has been found 
that pigs receiving one grain of 
iodine daily made an average great- 
er daily gain of 1.36 pounds and re- 
quired 45 pounds less feed to produce 
100 pounds of gain; one pound con- 
tains 7,000 grains, Feeding potassium 
iodide requires very little extra work 
and is not expensive. The saving of 
one litter of pigs, or one lamb, calf 
or foal will many times repay the 
cost of the material and the labor 
of feeding. Potassium iodide should 
be carefully and regularly fed during 
the whole period of pregnancy, but 
satisfactory results have often been 
secured where it was fed for only part 
of the period. In. this cold winter of 
dep snow farmers are urged to com- 
mence feeding at the earliest possible 
date. 

For sows, dissolve one ounce of 
potassium iodide in one gallon of ;wa- 
ter, and mix in the feed one table- 
spoonful of this solution once a day 
for each brood sow. 


For ewes, tnoroughly dissolve four 
ounces of potassium iodide in about a 
cupful of lukewarm water. Spread 
100 pounds of well dried salt evenly 
on a clean floor and sprinkle the so- 
lution of potassium iodide evenly over 
it and mix well. When dry place the 
salt where the sheep may have access 
to it at all times. Ewes will use 
about half a pound each per month of 
salt, 
tion. 

For pregnant cows, feed the potas- 
sium jodide on the salt in the same 
way as for ewes, but it may be found 
that some cows take very little salt. 
In this case, give the cow a quarter 
teaspoonful of finely powdered potas- 


For small flocks, mix in propor- 


For pregnant mares give each mare 
on the first and fifteenth of each 
month, in the feed grain or in the 
water, a level teaspoonful of finely 
powdered potassium fodide.
